Tile Kennedy A dm inistration is making itself 
clear that it is not anti-business. The first im­ 
portant statem ent to that off oat was made in a 
speech by the A ttorney General, Robert F. Ken­ 
nedy, who, 
discussing 
anti-trust 
enforcement, 
stated that it was not the intention of the Ad­ 
m inistration to harass business. 
The Eisenhower Administration, while it gave 
the impression of being dominated by business­ 
men, conducted a strong anti-trust policy, going 
after some of the largest enterprises. The an ti­ 
trust polio of tho Adm inistration is not only re­ 
lated to the economic but also to social conditions 
in the country. 
Three distinct problems need to be considered 
in relation to this situation: 
1. The capitalist system can only continue to 
exist if competition is active. Tho suppression of 
competition by the formation of trusts is dam ag­ 
ing to the capitalist system. The economic peril 
ot trusts is that prices arc fixed and monopolies 
come into existence.. Attorney General Kennedy 
takes the position: 
". . . I view the businessman who engages in 
such conspiracies in the same light as I regard 
the racketeer who siphons off money from the 
public in crooked gambling, or the union official 
who betrays his union member.’* 
2. The moral factor in this situation is that 
we adapt a dual standard, forgiving the rich and 
important wrong-doer and punishing the poor and 
unim portant. A lter all, the businessman knows 
when he is organizing in restraint of competition. 
Certainly his lawyer knows all about it. While in 
certain instances, there may fie differences of 
opinion, in most, the organization of a trust is 
deliberate: price-fixing is deliberate. Those who 
engage in such activities have held meetings and 
discussed various problems related to a combina­ 
tion in restraint of trade. Their lawyers have ad­ 
vised them of the tolerable and intolerable gim­ 
micks. Their public relations counsel have cau­ 
tioned them. Therefore, if the organization of 
trusts and if price-fixing is against the law, the 
moral im perative is to avoid such activities or to 
get the law changed. 
Attorney General Kennedy says of this: 
"When possible, I believe we should take ac­ 
tion not only against the corporations and com­ 
panies involved, but against the individuals who

ALBANY—Your S tate Health 
D epartm ent has some im portant 
health tips which can keep your 
Thanksgiving turkey from laying 
an egg with your family. 
The D epartm ent's Bureau of 
N utrition report* that 
poultry 
stuffing is one of the foods in 
v Inch* bacteria thrive. No m a t­ 
ter how much care is taken in 
biod 
preparation, 
the 
stuffing 
will contain bacteria, some of 
them capable of causing food 
poisoning if ihe Bluffing is not 
treated properly. 
Stuffing should lie refrigerated 
from the time it is made until 
the bird goes into the oven. If a 
moist stuffing is used the dry 
ingredients and the liquid should 
refrigerated separately and 
then combined before the bird 
is stuffed and placed into the 
oven for roasting. 
Food poisoning bacteria grow 
rapidly at tem peratures between 
IV) and 120 degrees Fahrenheit. 
Therefore,
